From the Paris Gazecte, dated May 1. 

Madrid, April 16. Our Advices from Catalonia 
come irregularly, the Couriers being oblig’d to go a 
great Way about. We have only heard that the 
King artiv'd before Barcelona the 2d of this Month, 
that his Army and the Troops that came from Rou- 
fillon joyn’d before the Place, and that Fort Mont- 
joui was begun to be attack’d, They write from 
Saragoffa, that Prince Henry of Darmftad march’d 
out of Lerida with 6 Pieces of Cannon and all the 
Miqueiyts that were in that Town, in which but 
200 Englifh were left and a like Number of Soldiers 
of the new rais’d Catalonian Regiments: 
Letters add, that when that Prince was arriv’d at 
Tarraga, the Englifh mutined upon his declaring 
that he defign’d to throw himfelf into Barcelona, 
whither the Archduke had fcr: for him, and refus’d 
to go any further than Tarragona. We know not 
in what manner this Contefk ened, we are only in- 
form’d that the 7th he was ftill between Tarraga 
and Cervera. From Vaiencit ‘tis advis’d, that the 
Count de las Torres had fortified his Camp and 
fireighten’d the Enemy as much as pofiivle: The 
City of Valencia fuffering extremely, the Earl of 
Peterborough drew together all his Troops and the 
Militia of the neighbouring Pofts, and advanc'd to 
fall upon tome Quarter of the Count de las Torres’s 
Camp, but found it fo well intrench’d, and the 
Troops difpos’d in fo good Order, that he retir’d 
without attempting any thing. The Enemy are 
Matters of Segorbe. The Report f{pread here laft 
Week that a Squadron had been feen to pats the 
Straits, proves falfe. Yefterday we receiv’d feveral 
Advices, that my Lord Peterborough is march’d out 
of Valencia, with what Troops he could draw to- 
gether, to endeavour to get into Barcelona. 
From the Leid. and Antw. Courants, May 4 and 5. 

From the Camp bofore Barcelona, April 20. The 
17th Inftant, M. de Lapara Lieutenant General, 
going with 8 Ingeniers to view an advancd Work 
of Fort Montjoui, receiv’d a Mufquer-fhot in the 
lower part of the Belly, of which be died 2 Hours 
after: He is much lamented becaufe of his great 
Capacity, but blam’d for not taking the Advice of 
the other Generals not to expofe himfelf too far un- 
neceffarily. M. de Villars,. Brigadier, a Man oi 
great milicary Experience, and much efteem’d by 
the King of Spain, fucceeds him as principal Inge- 
nier: He ferv'd in Landau, under M. de Melac. 
The fame Day in the Afcerncon our Men carried 
the Covert-Way of Fors Montjoui, and lodg’d 
themfelves on the Angle of it : The 18th a Battery 
of 6 Guns rais'd on that Angle began to play, and 
has already made fo wide a Breach in the Wail, thar 
we hope to be Mafters of it by the 23d. The City 
of Barcelona fuffers much by the Bombs and bura- 
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ing Bullets that Si n Sea 
Land ; King Charles continues 1n it, bur is forc,d to 
change his Lodgings frequently by the Fires caus'd 
by the Bombardment. ‘The Enemy have from their 
Bulwarks wounded 12 of our Officers ; and we 
have blown up one of their Magazines of Powder, 
with the Lofs of 150 of our Men. The Gomnt dc 
Touloufe comes afhore every Evening to vifit King 
Philip.

Paris, April 27. Advice is come to Court, that 
the Portugueze have taken Alcantara, making 10 
Battallions in it Prifoners of War; and that they 
defign to advance directly from thence to Madrid. 
[he King is much difpleas’'d at the Duke of Ber- 
wick’s pucting fo many Men into fo weak 2 Place. 
The Armies of the Marthals de Villars and Marfin, 
will both begin to a& the 30th Inftant. The Siege 
of Turin has of lace been deem’g impracticable ; 
and whether the Duke of Vendome’s late Succets 
againft the Imperialifts ac Calcinato will encourage 
our Court to order it now to be undertaken, is*yet 
uncertain. 

From the Antwerp Courant, dated May 4. _ 

Pars, April 30. The 23h M. de Conches arriv’d 
at Court, with a Confirmation of the Victory cb- 
tain'd over the Germans at Calcinato the 19¢h In- 
itan-. In that Action above 3000 of the Imperialifts 
were kili’d, and as many taken Prifoners ; together 
with 6 Pieces of Cannon, much Baggege, above 
1ooo Hoifes, 24 Colours, and 12 Standards ; witi 
no more Lofs of the King’s Troops than of 500 Men 
kill’d or wounded, The Duke of Vendome was to 
march the 22¢ cowards Salo, where he bop’d to ar- 
rive the 24th, to endeavour to make bimfelf Mafter 
of ir, drive the Ininerialifts out of the Breffan, and 
make them repals the Mountains. 

From the Paris Lecter, dated April 30. 

Paris, April 30. Lhe 27th Inftant, a Courier 
difpacch'd from Madrid by M. Amelot Angpaffador 
of France, brougt the News, That on the Approach 
of the Enemy to Alcantara, the Governour of that 
Place caus’d his Garrifon to lay down their Arms, 
not firing one Shot, tho’ he might have made a long 
Refiftance by breaking down one of the Arches of 
the Bridge. That Garrifon confifted of 6 Bartallions 
of Spaniards and 3 of French, which the Duke of 
Berwick had put into the Place a few Days before. 
We are concern’d only for the Lofs of the 3 French 
Battalions, the reft being but Militia; as for the 
Place, it was open and defencelefs. 

‘ By the Sincerity of the preceeding Paragraph, 
‘we miay judge of the Truth of the fuliowing, 
which is taken from the fame Letter. 

Private Letters from Madrid confirm, that the 
Earl of Peterborough, upon repeated Intreaties from 
the Archduke to attempt the Relief of Barcelona 
coft wharic would, refoly’d at laft to march out of 
Valencia with about 300 Horfe; bur at the End of 
the firit Day’s March, receiving Advice of the De- 
feat of 600 Miguelets by a Party of King Philip’s 
Army, anda Moment after a falfe Account that the 
Archduke had been furpriz’d and taken, he return’d 
to Valencia as faft as his Horfe could carry him, 
follow’d by his Parry upon a full Trot. 

From the Antwerp Courant, dated May 4. 

Madrid, April 14. Tis advis'd from Cadix the 
qth of this Month,’ that the Enemy’s Squadron 

commanded by Sir fot Leake had Jain about Cape 
Sparrel 12 Days, thé contrary Wind having hin- 
dred them from paling the Strait. 

From rhe Amfterdam Courant, dated May 4. 

Amfierdam, May 3. We have a Report here, that 

Commadore Price with 6 Englith and 6 Durch Ships 
of War, having joyn’d Sir John Leake’s Squadron, 
they all pefvd the Straits the 9th or roth of April ; 
But we expect a more certain Account.

wards Maefiricht. Admiral Allemonde is oder 
to repair on board Thurfday Night or Priday Morn. , 
ing next, and immediately to put to Sea with the 
Squadron he is appoiated to command : He will nor 
ftop at England, bis Orders being to-make the bet 
of his Way to Lisbon. The fretheft Advices from 
Paris are, That the Duke of Anjou's Army before 
Barcelona, has enough to do to defend ic {elf from 
the Miquelets of the open Country and the Befieged 
who make Sallies continually, in one of which they 
intirely defeated rhe Regiment of Maine. Provif. 
ons were very fcarce and exceflive dear in their 
Camp the 18th of April. Prince Bugene of Savoy 
isarriv’d at Salo with a ftrong Body of Forces, t 
oppofe the Duke of Vendome.
